That we have been permitted to assemble again, and as an ecclesiasti- 
cal body, to deliberate and act with each other, upon those all important 
matters which concern the church of the Lord Jesus, and the salvation 
of precious and immortal souls, is certainly a loud call upon you and me, 
to praise and thank the Almighty Ruler of the Universe. Since our last 
convention at Woodsborough, general health and prosperity have dwelt 
in our land, our church has still continued, ordinarily, to enjoy the benign 
smiles of her God. True practical religion is consequently practised by 
many of her sons and daughters, and those too, whom the Lord hasa 

inted as watchmen over her, seem to have zealously and faithfully pro- 
claimed the joyful news of salvation to the precious souls of their charge, 
and have faithfully attended to the ordinances of God’s house since our 
last Bynodical convention.
